A TVi-mill proposal was 
approved unanimously by the 
Romulus School Board Monday 
night for a June 11 election. 

The proposal contains two 
propositions: one for 6 mills of 
II3-year duration for operation; 
and another for IVi mills for 
maintenance. 

An identical millage proposal 
was defeated in November by a 
3-2 margin. 

This election represents the 
10th school millage election in 33 
months, dating back to June 
1981, of which two were passed: 
one a bond issue and another a 
renewal. 

Last week, the 7-member 
board reached consensus that 
program restoration was the 
primary purpose of this millage. 

This would mean a commit¬ 
ment to restore the 6th hour to 
the curriculum on the primary 
and junior high levels. 

The 6th hour could include 
such programs as physical 


education, art, music, compu¬ 
ters, and foreign languages on 
the elementary level.

Young at heart... 


Teachers are ‘showing their age 


“The thing that strikes me 
most is how we have virtually de¬ 
pleted our young teaching staff. ’ ’ 


That comment by Romulus 
School Asst. Supt. Terrel 
LeCesne sums up his opinion of a 
review of statistics on profes¬ 
sional personnel in Romulus. 

The study reveals that only 11 
Qf Romulus’ current teaching 
.staff ape in the youngest age 


category, from 24 to 29, merely 41 
percent of the professional staff 
of 284. This latter figure includes 
administrators. 


staff reductions based on senior¬ 
ity is, of course, the cause of this 
phenomenon,” he said. 


“What is bad about this is that 
young people represent new and 
fresh ideas,” said LeCesne. 
“They energize the more experi¬ 
enced.” 


This year, for instance, only 8 
new teachers were hired in 
September, all of whom were 
hired in Special Education at the 
Beacon Center. This was due to 
an unusual expansion, however. 


pre-recession, when 32 new 
teachers were hired. 

There are other interesting 
statistics coming from the 
survey:

The figure compares to the 
peak of 1969, post-Sputnik and 


The average age is a compara¬ 
tively young 36 years old (this 
compares to some districts 
whose average age is in the 40s). 

The youngest teacher in 
Romulus is 26. The oldest is 69. 


The largest group of teachers 
is in the age category of 36 to 41 
years of age. There are 88 per¬ 
sonnel in the category. 

As for seniority, the largest 
group is in the 10 to 19 years 
bracket, numbering 176 person¬ 
nel. The next largest group has 1 
to 9 years seniority, numbering 
about 143 people. 

There are only a total of 23 peo¬ 
ple with 20 to 37 years seniority.

Barth pupils turn back pages of history 


Colonial life — what was it 
really like? 

Was it as colorful as the his¬ 
tory books depict ... as hard 
and sterile as many believe? 

Some 34 fifth and sixth grade 
students of Mrs. Charlotte 
Price and two students of Mrs. 
Mary Anne Bush of Barth 
Elementary School have been 
studying about Colonial Life in 
North America; 

To more fully understand the 
life of a colonial child, the stu¬ 


dents are going to live the life of 
a child in the early 1800’s. They 
spent a day at McGuffy School 
at Greenfield Village 
yesterday. 

McGuffy is a log cabin school 
with benches and shelves along 
the walls rather than individual 
desks. There is a fireplace for 
heat, drinking water is pumped 
from outside and brought in the 
schoolroom and a dunce stool 
and cap in a corner for misbe¬ 
havior or unlearned lessons. 


Also, a willow switch to be 
used if necessary ! Students use 
individual slates and slate pen¬ 
cils and the McGufi'y books of 
the period for lessons. 

To prepare for their day at 
McGuffy School, the students 
have made a lunch pail to carry 
their lunches in, a “Horn 
Book”, (an individual alphabet 
and prayer book that looks like 
a paddle), and copy boks to 
write the day’s lessons in and to 
keep as a memento of the day. 


They will be wearing clothing 
as worn by a schoolchild of that 
day. 

All lessons, exercises, and 
games are in character of the 
period. 

The students really enjoy the 
preparation for the day as well 
as the actual time spent there. 
They especially love it when 
visitors to Greenfield Yillage 
look into the scnool and ask in 
astonishment, “Is this a real 
class?”

Voting 10-1 to override a veto of 
Wayne County Executive Wil¬ 
liam Lucas, the County Commis¬ 
sion has adopted an ordinance 
preserving the County General 
Hospital in Westland. 

The action fulfills a charter 
mandate to provide a hospital 
ordinance, and came after the 
CEO’s veto of this and two pre¬ 
vious versions proposed for his 
acceptance. 

The ordinance maintains the 
hospital under county jurisdic¬ 
tion, governed by a 7-member 


Board of Institutions that the 
CEO would appoint. 

Over confident after discus¬ 
sions with Lucas and his staff be¬ 
fore the ordinance was sub- 
mited, some commissioners said 
they felt betrayed by the veto. 
Despite the disappointment ex¬ 
pressed, the ordinance gives 
Lucas full authority over the hos¬ 
pital except to sell or lease it, or 
substantially change services 
without Commission approval.

It wasn’t my idea to quit smoking. But when, the victim of 
a respiratory ailment, you find your panic-ridden self 
clothed in a paper gown in a hospital, you’ll promise anyone 
anything. (“Sure I’ll quit smoking. Take my cigarettes, my 
life savings, my first-born child—just get me out of here. ’ ’) 

That firm resolve lasted until, cigarette-less, I reached 
the parking lot and realized that I wasn’t going to die. At 
least not right now. Not of this. 

It’s those moments of flooding relief that cigarettes were 
meant for. The kind of moments that Tootsie Roll Pops now 
get me through. 

Tell people you’ve quit smoking and see how much sym¬ 
pathy you get. Non-smokers respond with an approving nod 
and a clipped, “It’s about time. ’ ’ Smokers glance guiltily at 
their own smoldering cigarette and, when they think you’re 
not looking, eye you in the exact way that the patriots 
looked at Benedict Arnold. 

Because you’ve changed alliances, you see, even if it was 
under protest. You’ve crossed over to the other side in that 
battle being waged in elevators, restrooms and all public 
buildings across the country. 

Offices are the real front in the war between those who do 
and don’t smoke, and the battle cry resounds each Monday 
morning with the flick of some defiant smoker’s bic. 

Then follows a quiet retalliation from the non-smokers, 
that group of odd non-obsessive people who somehow never 
could see the attraction of inhaling burning paper and 
tobacco smoke and so never adopted the habit. The type 


who, in high school, went to the bathroom because they 
really had to. 

This group’s artillery is the discreet cough and the cute 
desk sign thanking you in advance for not lighting up. 
Weapons too subtle for the hard-core addicts. 

The most ruthless warriors, of course, are former smok¬ 
ers. The experts. The types who can smell a pack of 
cigarettes being opened at 50 feet. People who, once com¬ 
pulsive about smoking, are now obsessed with quitting. And 
getting everyone else to stop, too. 

No discreet coughs for this group. They’ll gasp, grasp 
their throats, writhe on the floor if necessary — anything to 
make you aware of the fact that their air is being polluted 
(and they no longer even have the fun of doing it them¬ 
selves). The fact that they’re right doesn’t help. 

I’m trying not to take sides. I’m also trying to see the 
advantages of being a non-smoker. Breathing does seem a 
bit easier. I don’t worry anymore about setting my house, 
or myself, on fire. My sense of smell has returned (a mixed 
blessing). 

But there are still those moments when the urge to smoke 
is strong. Those times when the last plate has been cleared 
from a candlelit table in an intimate restaurant and, driven 
by habit, I fish in my purse for the cigarette my companion 
is waiting to light. 

Instead, I come up with two Tootsie Roll Pops. Not the 
same effect at all. And no one ever offers to help you unwrap 
them. 


Most of us have no doubt heard the story about the over¬ 
weight woman hypochondriac who returned once again to the 
doctor to ask why she wasn’t feeling well. The doctor in ex¬ 
asperation finally let her have a good dose of honesty. 

“Doctor,” she said, “I want to know what’s wrong with 
me.” The doctor responded, “Okay, you’re fat!” “Well,” the 
woman said, “I want another opinion.” To that the doc added, 
“Okay, you’re also ugly! ” 

The world today cries for honesty. But many, if not most, 
don’t know how to deal with it when confronted with it in true 
form. “Be careful of what you wish for, for you may get it,” is 
a quote the origin of which I cannot trace, but which has come 
to hold meaning for me. 

Do we really want honesty, I wonder. We often develop a 
mindset about such things, confident that we know what we 
would like in life. We develop opinions and attitudes over the 
course of time that are never challenged, head-on, for years, if 
not a lifetime. We start to accept specifically family or peer 
group attitudes about things such as honesty. Limits are. 
established regarding what it is acceptable to be honest about 
and just how honest our “circle” allows us or wants us to be. 

Occasionally one will hear words to the effect “if that’s the 
way he feels, I wish he could just have been honest about it.” 

The fact is, our society tends to punish those who have the 
capacity to be totally honest. George Romney said on the old 


Lou Gordon Show in Detroit that he had just returned from 
Vietnam and had concluded that the country was being 
“brainwashed” by the military. Guess what! He was right, 
but that didn’t stop the public from drumming George out of 
the ranks of viable presidential candidates. 

I’m reminded of an overheardconversationinvolvingalocal 
minister (not mine), who was speaking of his little white lies. 
Implication being that sometimes it is better to lie. “No, my 
wife isn ’t home right now, ’ ’ when she does not wish to speak to 
the party on the telephone. Dishonest? Yes. Harmless little 
white lie? In most cases. Galileo spent years in prison for his 
honesty. Many have died at the hand of governments as well 
as the church, in the name of God, of course. 

Perhaps it is time we stop the pretense that we truly want 
honesty. 

I suggest that we develop a class in school called “lying 
101” so that the youth of today can be taught how to lie effec¬ 
tively and to know what is or is not considered acceptable in 
.truth in this strange world we live in. 

Cynical? Perhaps. Or perhaps we need to re-examine what 
it is we really want—and begin to be more careful when we’re 
wishing for honesty. 

Perhaps, gentle readers, I have here been too honest about 
honesty.

The council chambers had cleared. It had been an 
interesting meeting and, as usual, only a handful of 
citizens were in attendance. The bookish belly resi¬ 
dent who “wanted to know why reporters were so 
negative” and the young student assigned by his 
teacher to learn “the mechanics of government” 
were now busy asking questions. 

The great polemic had taken a swat at the news 
media and the malady, he feels, is that the “Amer¬ 
ican Press is controlled by the left-wing and liberals 
of our society.” 

Nonetheless the American dream is right there in 
that council or township chamber. People clinging 
to the idea that they have a right to elect their repre¬ 
sentatives in government, and that right will live as 
long as Americans are willing to fight and die for 
freedom. 

“I may not agree with what Mr. Mooradian said in 
his column last week,” pointed out Romulus Coun¬ 
cilman Jimmie Raspberry, “but I will defend with 
my life for him to say it.”

I EDITOR — In a recent front 
page story that appeared in the 
Associated Newspapers’ Romu¬ 
lus Roman edition concerning 
the proposed ban on the sale of 
legal fireworks from roadside 
stands, Councilman Barry Bau- 
II man said he does not want to

Any signs that are still up 
; promoting the sale of fireworks 
belong to businesses that sold 
fireworks from permanent build¬ 
ings. 

; Any operators who sold fire- 
V works from temporary struc- 
I tures had their stands removed 


and areas cleaned up within two 
days of the Fourth of July holi¬ 
day. This is because only tem¬ 
porary operators have to post a 
$500 bond. 

An ordinance that prohibits the 
sale of only one item from a tem¬ 
porary structure, and not others, 
i.e., roadside flower and farm 
stands is ludicrous if not plainly 
discriminatory. This is selective 
legislation of the worst kind. 

As well intentioned as this City 
Council is, the trend in America 
today is to less regulation and not 
more, if we allow more and more 
restrictive taws of negligable 
value to be foisted upon us and 
we do not speak up, when will it 
stop. 

Today, I am fighting for my 
right to continue my business in 
the most efficent way. Tomor¬ 
row will it be your rights that are 
compromised? 

I suggest that if Romulus 
wants to change the law again 


(this would be the fifth change in 
five years), then explore the idea 
of having each operator submit 
one of each item that they intend 
to sell to the authorities, for prior 
approval. This will eliminate the 
confusion that occurs as to what 
that person is allowed to sell. 

No other business has received 
so much revision in operating 
rules year after year, as the fire¬ 
works ordinance. The fireworks 
ordinance has been changed, re¬ 
worked, revamped, and re¬ 
placed every year for the last 
five years, this is a fine ordi¬ 
nance, one that can work if en¬ 
forced. This law has been copied 
and used by other townships and 
cities virtually word for word. 

Some of the highlights of this 
law are; 1. No sales to anyone 
under 18. 2. Review by the City 
Council of any one’s license ap¬ 
plication who was convicted of 
violating the ordinance in the 
last year. 3. Implied consent to 


have his business searched at 
any time by the police by virture 
of the fact that he was granted a 
license. 4. Sales are allowed from 
roadside stands only from May 
27 to and including July 6 after 
which the roadside stand must be 
removed and the area cleaned or 
the operator will not receive a 
refund of the $500 cash bond that 
he posted when he received his 
license. 5. Insurance in the 
amount of $250,000. 6. No fire¬ 
works sold after 9 p.m. 7. All 
merchandise out of reach of cus¬ 
tomers. 

Is this a health and safety 
issue, I think not. The sale of fire¬ 
works from roadside stands built 
solely for that purpose is in- 
finetely safer than having them 
sold in a crowded or confined 
building. 

I can’t remember a roadside 
stand catching fire but one only 
has to look to the Meijer’s Thrifty 
Acres incident in Canton a few 


years back to realize that the 
sale of these items from inside a 
store pose a hazard not found at a 
roadside stand. 

Bauman speaks of bad public¬ 
ity received last year on this 
issue, from one of the metropoli¬ 
tan dailies. It is particularly up¬ 
setting to me that this “bad 
press” was brought about in part 
by former a Romulus police 
officer, who accompanied a re¬ 
porter on a tour of Western 
Wayne County fireworks 
businesses to find illegal fire¬ 
works and find them they did! 

It seems that some operators 
feel they can absorb two or three 
tickets a year for illegal sales 
and justify it as an occupational 
hazard and thus gain a competi¬ 
tive edge by selling items that 
are clearly illegal. But with all 
the tools available to the city 
officers where is the enforce¬ 
ment? 

I endorse strict enforcement of 


the existing law and see no 
reason to change it solely for the 
purpose of eliminating tempor¬ 
ary structures. 

If a reporter and an ex-police 
officer can find as many Ulegal 
fireworks as they did in one 
afternoon, then I wonder where 
the authorities were prior to this 
article having appeared on June 
30, 1983. (I was inspected only 
once; May 29, 1983). I know 
where they were after the article 
appeared, because they were at 
my stand seven times from July 
First until the Fourth. 

It is my opinion that the 
answer to the sale of illegal fire¬ 
works is in consistant and vigor¬ 
ous enforcement. 

By the way. Councilman Bua- 
man, it’s true there are good peo¬ 
ple in Romulus, but that does not 
mean that only bad people like 
legal fireworks.

EDITOR — May I use the Let¬ 
ter Box for the following mes¬ 
sage? 

Dear Postal Customer: 

Sometimes the rules I must 
make are not very popular with 
some of my customers. This is 
the reason I’m writing this letter 
— to explain why I have made a 
rule that must be enforced. 
Hopefully, most of you will 
accept and understand why I had 
to make this rule — No one can 
pick up their mail at the post 
office. 

The first thing I would like to 
point out, which most people 
don’t think of, is the fact that 
when you mail a letter, we have a 
contract. You expect me, USPS, 
to deliver that piece of mail to the 
address you indicate on the en¬ 
velope. That’s what we are paid 
for — delivery of that peice of 
mail to the address you have 
placed on the envelope. 

Another thing. People rent 
lock boxes at a cost. Firms pick 
up their mail, at a cost, so they 


can get their mail early. It’s not 
fair to them if I let people pick up 
their mail at no cost. ’ 

Third, I have approximately 
54,000 deliveries. If only 1% of 
those deliveries wanted to pick 
up their mail, I would have 540 
cars in my parking lot each 
morning, which is impossible be¬ 
cause it only holds 27. 

In my 17 years as postmaster, 
I have heard every 
emergency there is as to why 
people need their mail. Some of 
these I am sure are legitimate 
emergencies, but how an I to 
make that distinction ? If I let one 
person pick up their mail, I must 
let everyone pick up their mail. 
Therefore, the rule — No one can 
pick up their mail. It will be deli¬ 
vered to the address as indicated 
on the envelope.

I would imagine 
half of them never read my letter 
and the other half that did read it, 
threw it away. If they cared they 
would DO SOMETHING. 

Mayor Betty Miller informed 
me I was a committee of one to 
contact a couple that has a 
vacant building about convert¬ 
ing it to a Focus-Hope center. 

Why can’t the elected city offi¬ 
cials help in this effort? What are 
they doing so important they 
could not take the time to try and 
help the less fortunate in THEIR 
city? Evidently she or the coun¬ 
cilmen do not care to pursue the 
idea of solving the food problem 
in Inkster. One of the churches in 
Inkster would like to restart a 
soup kitchen. Every effort to se¬ 
cure help from the city adminis¬ 
tration has failed. Appointments 
have been made with city offi¬ 
cials and never kept. WHY? Ev¬ 
ery effort to involve the city in 
the USDA distribution of surplus 
food has been thwarted. WHY? 

You know in this life everyone 
is IMPORTANT. Everyone is 
SOMEBODY. Who knows the cir¬ 
cumstances that might befall 
some of us in the future. Also, 
there is life in Inkster before, 
during and after politics. PEO¬ 
PLE IN INKSTER NEED 
FOOD. It is just that simple 
PEOPLE NEED FOOD TO EAT 
EVERYDAY. PEOPLE NEED 
FOOD TO LIVE. 


If as much attention was 
given to human issues as is given 
to some non-beneficial, boring, 
political subjects such as the city 
manager, ice arena, and belong¬ 
ing to Twin Sisters, the low- 
income in Inkster would be much 
better off. 

©We must in this life try to help 
those less fortunate than 
ourselves. So, hopefully, some¬ 
one will read this letter and re¬ 
spond favorably. You never 
know until you ask. There is a 
building somewhere that can be 
leased, rented or given to house a 
Focus-Hope center in our area. 
Warehouse space is needed also. 

So many people will benefit 
from this move. Not just Inkster 
residents, but all the surroilnd- 
ing cities.

Sumpter landfills put on clean-up list

; Two abandoned disposal sites 
i in Sumpter Township are in the 
j “bottom third "of 116 toxic waste 
} sites proposed for clean-up by 
! the governor’s office. 

Approximately $440,000 was 
I allocated to clean up the Mar¬ 
tinsville Road and Oakville 
; Waltz disposal sites under a plan 
i outlined last week by Governor 
James Blanchard. 

Funding must still be 
approved by the state legisla¬ 
ture. 

! Abandoned for years, both the 
Sumpter sites are in the “very 
low risk category,” according to 
Rick Rudolph, a water quality 
specialist with the state Depart¬ 


ment of Natural Resources. 
“Neither of these sites are very 
accessible, unless you have peo¬ 
ple going out there to gawk,” 
said Rudolph. 

The Oakville Waltz site is lo¬ 
cated between Martinsville and 
Sumpter Roads, and the Mar¬ 
tinsville Road Disposal site be¬ 
tween Arkona and Willow. Lo¬ 
cated in the swampy, sparsely 
populated southern section of the 
township, both sites are about 
half an acre in size, according to 
DNR staff. 

According to DNR reports, ab¬ 
out 300 barrels of sludges and sol¬ 
vents were found at the Oakville 
Waltz site. Degreasing solvents 
including trichlorethylene and 
benzine were among the subst¬ 
ances identified. 


Barrels of paint, sludge and 
other wastes were found at the 
Martinsville site. The DNR sus¬ 
pect that the barrels from the 
two sites came from the same 
source, Rudolph said, but hasn’t 
identified the source. 

The waste sites recommended 
for clean-up were ranked accord¬ 
ing to “highest risk” factors, 
said Rudolph. “These include 
threat to the immediate environ¬ 
ment, proximity to rivers or wet¬ 
lands, or danger to area resi¬ 
dents,” he explained. 

Ranked top on the list are a 
series of wells in the Verona area 
of Battle Creek that have shown 
signs of contamination, said 
Rudolph. 

The timing of the clean-up is 


uncertain. “If funding is 
approved, we hope to start all the 
clean-ups this fall. It all depends 
on when funds become avail¬ 
able, " Rudolph said. 

The state hopes to get responsi¬ 
ble parties to pay for the clean¬ 
ups before state funds are used, 
and is contacting identified com¬ 
panies. 

In addition to cost, the state 
must grapple with the question of 
where to dispose of the wastes, 
Rudolph noted. 

Township Supervisor Jim 
Reeves said he was “relieved” 
some action was being taken, but 
“disappointed to find out we’re 
so low on the list.” 

The state released alistof 218 
toxic disposal sites in November. 


Tradition ends 


Van Buren Town¬ 
ship trustees said 
goodby without a 
tear to 157 years of 
tradition last week. 

The turstees de¬ 
cided not to make a 
nomination for 
township constable, 
despite a plea from 
present constable 
(and township histo¬ 
rian) Cathy Horste. 

“Only a few of 99 
counties in Michigan 
still elect const¬ 
ables,” said Horste, 
whose term expires 
this year. “This is no¬ 
thing but an historic 
appointment.” 

Acknowledging 
that the position was 


“non-paying and non¬ 
functional,” Horste 
exhorted the trustees 
not to bend a century 
and a half of township 
tradition. Constables 
have been elected in 
the township since 
1827, and in the past 
were the only ones 
allowed to deliver leg¬ 
al papers. 

Trustees listen 
sympathetically, but 
voted unanimously to 
eliminate the posi¬ 
tion. ‘We just don’t 
want to clutter up the 
ballot for voters with 
any more names,’’ 
explained Clerk De- 
Iphine Dudick.

French Landing Dam 
to be recommissioned 


Plans to reconvert the 60-year 
old French Landing Dam to an 
electrical power generating 
plant received an official stamp 
of approval by the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees last 
week. 

By endorsing its engineering 
consultant’s recommendations, 
the board paved the way for an 
electrical power sales agree¬ 
ment with Detroit Edison. The 
agreement could net Van Buren 
$5 million in a 20-year period, 
township officials estimate. 

Treasurer Donna Hall, a key 
supporter of the project, said she 
was “thrilled” by the board’s 
support. “It took us six years to 
get to this point.” she said. “I 
hope the end is as promising as 
we feel right now.” 

After more than a year of nego¬ 
tiations, the township is “very 
close” to a final agreement with 
Edison for a 40-year contract to 
purchase electricity from the 
dam. Hall said. Present plans 
call for the township to develop 
the power plant on its own rather 
than lease it to a private de¬ 
veloper. 

Cost of the renovations will be 
met by floating long-term public 
revenue bonds on the open mar¬ 
ket. Township Supervisor 
George Craven said he antici¬ 
pated no difficulty in finding a 
market for the 15-year, 11.5 in¬ 
terest bonds. 

As described in a report by the 
township’s consultant, cost of re¬ 
novations will total $1.7 million. 
Approximately $1.3 million will 
cover construction costs, includ¬ 
ing the purchase of a modern tur¬ 
bine. 

Remaining expense,s include; 
$638,000 for electric,al work; 
$750,000 for facility improve¬ 
ments; $138,000 for contigencies, 
$173,000 for engineering; and 
$41,000 for legal and adrr inistra- 
tive fees. 

Pending on an agreemi 'nt with 
Edison, renovations could begin 
by October of this year, accord¬ 
ing to Hall. Repairs are expected 
to be completed by the end of 
1985, with the dam producing 
electricity in early 1986. 

Hall emphasized the arrange¬ 
ment was “not common. It’s un¬ 
usual for a township to be in a 


position to do something like 
this,” she said. “We want to 
make the most of this.” 

An Edison spokesman said 
that the company was “looking 
forward” to working with the 
township, though he noted the 
amount of electricity the dam 
would produce was only a “drop 
in the bucket” of the massive 
Edison system. (The dam is ex¬ 
pected to generate about 2,000 
killowatts in hourly demand 
compared to 6 million in the Edi¬ 
son system.) 

The expected agreement with 
Edison turns back a page in his¬ 
tory for the township. Edison 
operated the dam’s power plant 
from 1925 to 1962, when the dam 
was “sold”to the township for $1. 

The utility company de¬ 
commissioned the dam to con¬ 
centrate on larger, more profit¬ 
able power units, say Edison offi¬ 
cials. 

In 1979, in response to the Car¬ 
ter administration’s federal 
energy awareness program, 
township officials began renova¬ 
tions using federal block grant 
dollars (which paid the salaries 
of unemployed residents.) 

But a $5 million renovation 
program was halted in 1981, 
approximately two thirds com¬ 
plete, when the grant money was 
exhausted. 

Needed repairs include replac¬ 
ing a layer of cement on top of the 
arches and rebuilding sections of 
the gate. The efforts represent 
the first major repairs in 50 
years, say township officials. 

The dam, which is the largest 
in a series of five constructed on 
the Huron River, has been a ma¬ 
jor part of the township’s flood 
control program since 1925. The 
dam controls the level of Belle¬ 
ville Lake, a man-made lake con¬ 
structed in 1921. 

The $5 in net revenue is deter¬ 
mined by an annual power pro¬ 
duction of approximately 6.2 kil- 
lowatt hours, according to the re¬ 
port compiled by the consulting 
firm of Ayres, Lewis, Norris and 
May of Ann Arbor. 

Voting to approve the plan 
were Supervisor George Craven, 
Hall, Clerk Delphine Dudick and 
trustees Marilyn Montgomry 
and Thurston Jahr.

Occasionally, employees 
would like to see their own 
friends get hired. If the boss 
knew nothing about you coming 
in, your application might be 
placed in the circular file. It is 
always better to talk to the per¬ 


son in charge. This is more likely 
to happen if you make a tele¬ 
phone contact in advance. 

Calling also has the advantage 
of increasing your chances of 
meeting deadlines. If you see a 
want-ad which does not mention 
an application deadline, it is bet¬ 
ter to call and find out. If the ad 
does not list a number, try to get 
it from your directory or by some 
other means. Many people have 
waited until the next day or 
mailed away for applications to 
learn that the deadline was the 
day they saw the ad. 

Calling in advance also helps 
assure that you will arrive at the 


appropriate time and place ade¬ 
quately prepared. Many places 
only accept applications during 
certain hours or on particular 
days. 

You might need to apply at a 
different place than you hope to 
work. Many companies require 
that you apply at a central office 
or another site where the person¬ 
nel manager works. Sometimes 
chain businesses will only accept 
applications at some of their out¬ 
lets. The call might give you the 


chance to learn what you need to 
bring or prepare for the inter¬ 
view, as well. 

It is difficult to do more than 
eight walk-ins each day. A well 
organized telephone campaign 
can cover 100 contacts in the 
same amount of time. From 
those, you can schedule the eight 
walk-ins which will be the most 
productive. In next week’s col¬ 
umn, we will discuss what to say 
during the call and how to make 
it work for you.

AMENDMENT TO ZONING ORDINANCE 
NO. 3-1-74 ORDINANCE NO_ 

A. A new subsection to Section 20.763 of the Zoning Ordinance (Permit¬ 
ted Uses After Special Approval in a M-2, General Industrial Dis¬ 
trict) to read as follows: 

e. Junk yards, subject to compliance with Ordiance No., Township 
Junk Yard Ordinance, the provisions of all Township codes and 
ordinances and safety standards of State and County, and the 
following requirements which are intended to protect the environ- 


ment, insure pure air and clean ground water and otherwise pro¬ 
tect nearby residential, business, office, industrial and institu¬ 
tional uses from hazards and from noise, dust or other radiated 
disturbances: 

1. Where a junk yard is adjacent to residential, business or office 
zoned properties or has frontage on a road or highway, a solid 
masonry obscuring wall, at least eight (8) feet in height.of one 
(1) uniform color and meeting Township Building Code stan¬ 
dards, shall be constructed at least fiRy (50) feet* from the side 
and rear lot lines, and along the required front yard setback 
line. Where a junk yard is adjacent to industrial or airport 
zoned properties, a masonry wall, as described above, or a 
solid obscuring fence at least eight (8) feet in height shall be 
constructed on the side and rear property lines adjacent to said 
industrial or airport zoned property. 

2. Where a junk yard has frontage on a road or highway, the solid 
masonry wall shall be set back not less than one hundred fifty 
(150) feet from said road or highway right-of-way or easement 
line and a twenty (20) foot greenbelt planting strip, composed 
of evergreen or deciduous trees and shrubs as described in 
Section 20.360, shall be planted and maintained outside of said 
wall, except where entrance and exit driveways are located, 
in order to screen the junk yard activities from the road or 
highway. 

A sales and or office building for keeping business records of 
the junk yard operation is permitted in the setback area noted 
above provided that front and side setbacks for buildings in a 
M-2 District are complied with. (See Section 20.852.) Said twen¬ 
ty (20) foot setback shall be landscaped and bermed pursuant 
to requirements of Section 20.360, GREENBELTS. Such 
greenbelt may eliminate all or part of the aforementioned 
greenbelt planting strip requirement adjacent to the solid 
masonry wall if in the opinion of the Planning Commission, at 
time of site plan review, sufficient screening is provided. 
*Equivalent to that for buildings in a M-2 District but less than 
200 foot requirement for open storage yards for construction 
contractor’s equipment and supplies, etc. under Section 20.763, 
a, and the 100 foot greenbelt requirement for M-2 uses under 
Section 20.764. 

3. Junk material shall be stored a minimum distance of twenty 
(20) feet from any industrial or airport zoned property line. 
Storage of such materials on any site shall not be piled higher 
than the height of the eight (8) foot masonry wall or fence. A 
roadway shall be provided, paved, gradecl and maintained 
from the street to the rear of the property to permit free access 
of fire trucks at any time. 

4. There shall be no burning of tires, vehicle bodies, wiring, oil or 
waste products on the site, and all industrial processes, includ¬ 
ing the use of equipment for cutting, compressing or packaging 
shall be conducted within a completely enclosed building. 

5. All trucks, and other vehicles shall be stored or parked within 
the required walled or fenced enclosure. 

6. All truck loading and unloading shall be performed within the 
required walled or fenced enclosure. 

7. The operator of the junk yard shall be responsible to clean up 
all debris and junk accidentally deposited on any public right- 
of-way within one (1) mile of the junk yard site. 

8. There shall be compliance with all industrial performance 
standards as specifi^ under Section 20.766 as well as site plan 
review requirements under Section 20.767. 

B. Add a new entry under Section 20.481 , h (off street parking require¬ 
ments) to read as follows: 

“ (36) Junk Yards 1 . Each owner or manager, plus one (1) space for 
each employee, plus one (1) space for custom¬ 
er parking for each one half (V 2 ) acre for the 
first five (5) acres of the property, plus an 
additional space for each additional five (5) 
acres or part thereof.” 

C. Amend Section 20.764, Protective Screening, to add the following 
sentence at end of said Section. 

“Screening requirements for junk yards shall be as established 

under Section 20.763,e”.

INSURANCE COMPANY REIM- 
BURSES INSURED FOR 
SMALL CLAIMS JUDGMENT 

Dear Letter Writer ; 

I really feel ripped off by my 
insurance company. Please help 
me write a letter so that I can get 
my money back. 

Sincerely, VG 
Dear Insurance Company: 

I am writing to you because we 
have been the victims of a very 
costly, disturbing and unneces¬ 
sary chain of events. 

In January, 1982, my husband, 
Kelly and I, became aware of de¬ 
ficiencies in our automobile 
coverage and after discussion 
with and recommendations from 
our agent, we rewrote our policy, 
accepted the necessary increase 
premiums and OK’d what we 


were clearly told and what was 
clearly represented to be “FULL 
AUTOMOBILE COVERAGE”. 

On Nov. 15,1983,1 was involved 
in a minor traffic accident. I re¬ 
ceived a citation (failure to 
yield) which was subsequently 
dismissed for court costs. 

On Nov. 15. hours after the 
accident, I telephoned my agent, 
and informed him of the incident. 
As of this writing, the damages 
and repairs on my automobile 
are being satisfactorily re¬ 
solved. 

On or about the last week in 
November, 1983, I received a 
Summons from the District 
Court. The Summons involved a 
complaint filed by Ms. W, the 
other party to the accident. The 
complaint sought damages in the 
amount of $400., a mini tort 
claim. The hearing was set for 
Dec. 23, 1983. 

On Dec. 22,1983, the day before

the scheduled hearing, upon the 
recommendation of an attorney, 
I telephoned Ms. W and re¬ 
quested a postponement of the 
hearing so that your insurance 
company could be added as a 
party-defendant. Ms. W acknow¬ 
ledged that she felt that some¬ 
thing was amiss as when she ori¬ 
ginally contacted your company 
to secure payment for the re¬ 
pairs on her car, she was told 
that there would be no problem. 

However, your company sub¬ 
sequently informed her that the 
repairs were not covered and you 
suggested that she sue me in 
small claims court. Ms. W re¬ 
fused to postpone the hearing. 

On Dec. 23, 1983, a judgment 
was entered against me in the 
amount of $409.00. 

During the first week in Janu¬ 
ary, 1984, again, upon the recom¬ 
mendation of my attorney, my 
father and I visited my insurance 
agent in your offices to deter¬ 
mine why he had rewritten our 
policy in January, 1982 and re¬ 
placed one deficient policy with 
another deficient policy. 


The following is a recapitula¬ 
tion of the unfair, confusing, dis¬ 
criminatory and harrassing dia-, 
logue that transpired: 

1. The agent stated that he re¬ 
membered clearly that my hus¬ 
band had requested “FULL 
COVERAGE”. 

2. The agent explained that he 
could not tell us about the mini¬ 
tort coverage as this disclosure 
is made via a fly , only, and would 
have been received by us in the 
mail. 

The agent then became defen¬ 
sive, edgy and contradictory. On 
the one hand he stated that he 
could not “tell” us about “mini¬ 
tort” coverage, and at the same 
time began flipping through a 
pile of insurance orders, showing 
us those individuals who opted 
for the coverage and those who 
did not. 

I questioned the agent as to 
what other areas in my coverage 
may be deficient. He replied that 
there were hundreds of others, 
i.e. car rental. Again, I asked 
him what the other areas were 


and he became evasive and illu¬ 
sive. As of this writing, I still do 
not know where I AM NOT CO¬ 
VERED. 

Inherent in the words “FULL 
COVERAGE” is maximum pre¬ 
mium providing maximum 
coverage. Definitionally there is 
no other way that these two 
words can be interpreted. 

It seems a very reasonable ex¬ 
pectation to be able to rely upon 
an insurance sales agent to pro¬ 
fessionally and competently pro¬ 
tect the interests of his insured. 
An individual cannot request 
coverage he doesn’t know exists. 


I would sincerely appreciate 
an immediate response as to the 
seeming lack of integrity and 
professionalism exhibited by 
your agent, together with your 
comments as to a possible amic¬ 
able resolution of the dollar judg¬ 
ment assessed against me at the. 
suggestion of your company and 
due to neglect and incompetence 
on the part of your agent.

RESOLUTION: This insurance 
company reimbursed VG for the 
entire $409 judgment and this 
matter is now put to rest.

THE WORLD’S WORST RECORDS 
(Rhino) 

Some albums go straight to the heart of rock critics the world over 
and has them bubbling over with praise, yet the average record 
buyer will never even hear them. It’s unfortunate, but that’ll prob¬ 
ably be the case with “The World’s Worst Records.” 

First of all, the album’s title doesn’t really scream out “Buy me! 
I’m great!,” if you know what I mean. Secondly, many of the songs 
are what some would call tasteless: “Boogie Woogie Amputee,” for 
instance. And third, it’s the first record album in the western world to 
come with its own “regurgitation recepticle,” which is, of course, a 
fancy name for a barf bag. 

But remember, as someone once said, “If you can’t laugh at other 
people, who can you laugh at?” 

In these days when there’s a flood of Truly Tasteless joke books on 
the bestsellers list and “The ‘A’ Team” is a top-rated television show, 
this LP comes off as scrubby-dubby clean. Comparatively anyway. 

All kidding aside though, this is actually a great collection of weird 
tunes, including one I remember as being quite a big hit back in ’64; 
“I Want My Baby Back,” by Jimmy Cross. This classic cut stands as 
a champion of parody as it mimicks the death-rock tunes that were 
popular back then (Dead Man’s Curve,” “Tell Laura I Love Her,” 
and “Last Kiss” for instance). It ends with the sound of digging, then 
a creaking noise, then a bang as the coffin closes and a muffled voice 
sings out “Now I got my baby back ...” 

A personal favorite here is a cover of Iggy & The Stooges immortal 
verse “I Wanna Be Your Dog,” done here by the Seven Stooges. 
“Curly Shuffle,” eat your heart out! 

It would be hard to get stranger that Edith Massey, who appeared 
in one of, if not the, weirdest movies of all time, “Pink Flamingoes.” 
For fans, the inclusion of her version of “Big Girls Don’t Cry” is a 
must. Along the same lines, fans of the Turtles should stay away from 
this record, since it contains “Umbasso And The Dragon,” one they’d 
surely rather forget. But it’s included here because, like all of the 14 
songs, it’s FUNNY! 

Yep, there’s a lot of giggles to be had here — some intentional, 
some not — and that’s enough to recomment “The World’s Worst 
Records,” especially to fans of the Doctor Demento genre of fun ‘n’ 
puns.

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Wiper life tested 

A new test has confirmed the long¬ 
standing suspicion that windshield 
wiper blades, on the average, become 
basically unfit for use in six to 12 
months. 

Researches at Anco, manufacturer 
of wiper products, have concluded 
through testing that exposure to the 
weather alone cuts the useful life of 
windshield wipers, even when they are 
not used. 

Wiper blades were placed in outdoor 
test racks. Every two months, sam¬ 
ples were sent to Anco research facili¬ 
ties for testing. 

The wipe quality of the rubber ele¬ 
ments deteriorated to replacement 
levels for all the blades between six 
and 12 months. 

The severest locations were in the 
high-sun areas — Florida, Texas, Col¬ 
orado and Arizona. On the contrary, 
the wipers tested in Oregon, propbably 
with the highest rainfall, maintained 
the best quality wipe for the longest 
time. 

Ozone, a major component of air 
pollution, is the single most important 
factor in causing wiper blades to de¬ 
teriorate. When the rubber in a wiper 
is exposed to ozone, a chemical change 
takes place, making the rubber dry 
and brittle and more prone to wear. In 
this condition,the wiper blades may 
streak or chatter across the wind¬ 
shield and not perform their proper 
cleaning action, Larry Koles manager 
of technical programs at Anco ex¬ 
plained. 

“Motorists should think in terms of 
how long they’ve had the blades on 
their car, not how often they’ve used 
them. A good rule is to replace the rub¬ 
ber wiping elements at least once a 
year, and occasionally as often as six 
months, as many be required.”

Gasoline is a source of energy for the 
spark-ignited internal combustion en¬ 
gine. It is principally a blend of pet¬ 
roleum-derived compounds called 
hydrocarbons plus appropriate addi¬ 
tives. Some gasolines may contain 
several percent of alcohol. Gasolines 
mixed with air and taken into the com¬ 
bustion chamber of an engine. There 
the mixture is compessed, ignited and 
burned. This releases heat energy 
which is converted to mechanical 
energy and used to propel the auto¬ 
mobile. 

Gasoline should have the proper 
volatility to provide good starting, fast 
warm-up, smooth acceleration, free-

dom from stalling and vapor lock. It 
should have adequate antiknock level 
(octane) to provide power and eco¬ 
nomy without excessive knocking. It 
should also have good deposit and 
corrosion control to help keep car¬ 
buretors and other parts of the en¬ 
gine’s intake system clean. Finally, it 
should be free from contamination. 

Gasoline must vaporize in order to 
burn. Therefore, it must be more vola¬ 
tile (vaporize easier) in cold weather 
so cars will start readily. Gasolines 
must be less volatile in warm weather 
to prevent formation of excess vapor 
that causes loss in power or stalling 
due to vapor lock. Gasolines vary in 
volatility seasonally and according to 
locality to provide optimum car per¬ 
formance. 

Vapor lock is a complex trouble 
which causes an engine to lose power 
and/or stall. It is caused by gasoline 
vaporizing in the fuel line to the fuel 
pump, in the fuel pump, in the fuel line 
from the pump to the carburetor, or 
even in the carburetor. This can occur 
when the volatility is too high. Proper 
gasoline blending helps to control this 
problem. 

The antiknock performance of a 
gasoline is usually expressed in terms 
of octane numbers. These octane num¬ 
bers provide a measure of the gaso¬ 
line’s ability to resist knock. Knock is 
sharp metallic noise resulting from 
uncontrolled combustion. Knock just 
loud enough to be audible may be dis¬ 
pleasing, but it rarely causes engine

damage. Intense, sustained knock 
may damage pistons and other engine 
parts. If heavy knocking occurs, a 
higher octane gasoline should be used 
and/or the spark timing should be ad¬ 
justed to reduce or eliminate the 
knock. 

There is no benefit from using gaso¬ 
line higher in octane number than 
needed to prevent knock. However, 
use of a higher octane gasoline than is 
needed to prevent knock can help pre¬ 
vent afterrun, which is also referred to 
as “dieseling” or “run-on,” and is 
usually caused by piston head and 
combustion chamber deposits from in¬ 
complete fuel burning. 

Use the recommendation in the own¬ 
er’s manual as a starting point for 
selecting the proper gasoline. If sus¬ 
tained engine knock is encountered 
and engine adjustments are correct, 
try gasolines of higher octane. Do not 
use leaded gasoline if your car is 
equipped with a catalytic converter or 
is otherwise designated by the manu¬ 
facturer as requiring unleaded gaso¬ 
line. 

In addition to basic engineering de¬ 
sign, manufacturing tolerances influ¬ 
ence the octane requirements of new 
cars, which may vary as much as 10 
numbers for the same make and mod¬ 
el. Also, as a new car is driven, the 
octane requirement increases due to 
build-up of combustion chamber de¬ 
posits until equilibrium is reached. 
The stabilized octane requirement will 


normally be four to six numbers high¬ 
er than when the car was new. 

Other factors which also influence 
the knocking characteristic of a car 
are: 

Temperature — The higher the air 
or engine coolant temperature, the 
greater the octane requirement. 

Altitude — 'The lower the altitude, 
the greater the octane requirement. 

Humidity—The lower the humidity, 
the greaterthe octane requirement. 

Spark timing — The more advanced 
the spark, the greater the octane re¬ 
quirement. Both the basic spark 
timing setting and the operation of 
the automatic spark advance mechan¬ 
isms are important in controlling 
knock. 

Rapid acceleration and heavier 
loading, such as trailer pulling and hiU 
climbing, may result in greater octane 
requirement. Start-and-stop driving 
and excessive idiling increase com¬ 
bustion chamber deposit build-up and 
octane requirement. 

Malfunctions of emission control 
systems can affect octane require¬ 
ment by altering recirculation rate. 

These factors indicate that there is 
no simple method for designating the 
gasoline antiknock quality needed for 
each individual car driver. They ex¬ 
plain why knock may termporarily de¬ 
velop with gasoline which previously- 
gave satisfactory knock-free opera¬ 
tion. 
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Two basic types of brakes do the job 




a small foot pedal or handle. When you 
step on the pedal or pull the handle, 
you pull on steel cables attached to the 
rear brake shoes. The parking brakes 
are held in position by a finger-like de¬ 
vice that fits into one of a series of 
nothches in the handle shaft or foot 
pedal lever. 

More than any other factor, your 
driving habits affect the life of your 
car’s brakes. Unless you have to make 
a sudden stop as a safety precaution, 
don’t jam on the brakes. And don’t 
“ride” the brakes when driving at a 
steady speed. Both actions cause rapid 
wear. When driving down steep hills, 
shift to a lower gear, and let the engine 
drag do some of the braking. 

Whenever you have your car’s en¬ 
gine oil changed, ask the serviceman 
to also check the level of the brake 
fluid in the master cylinder. If the fluid 
level is low, the system should be 
checked for leaks. 

Once a year (more frequently if you 
drive a lot — 10,000 miles per year is 
average), the brake linings should be 
inspected. If they are allowed to wear 
through at any point, their metal 
rivets or a portion of the brake shoe 
itself may produce scratches or 
grooves in the drum’s braking sur¬ 
face. The brake drum must then be 
reconditioned with special equipment 
— or possibly replaced. 


When you step on the brake pedal, 
you activate a system designed by the 
manufacturer to stop your car in the 
shortest possible distance. The factors 
involved are the condition of the brak- 
ers, the condition of the tires and your 
own reaction time. 

There are two types of brakes — 
drum brakes and disc brakes. 

When you push down on the brake 
pedal, you apply pressure to a master 
cylinder containing fluid. A high 
pressure is created in fluid lines lead¬ 
ing to smaller cylinders at each wheel, 
and this forces brake shoes against 
brake drums. Friction between shoes 
and drums slows or stops the wheels. 

As you take your foot off the pedal, 
pressure eases and springs pull the 
brake shoes away from the drums so 
the wheels can turn freely again. 

Most cars are equipped with drum 
brakes on rear wheels and disc brakes 
on front wheels. The disc is attached to 
the wheel and turns with it. Straddling 
the disc is a U-shaped device called the 
caliper. 

Just as in the drum brake, the com¬ 
pressing fluid is forced through the 
system when you push down on the 
brake pedal. The action forces friction 
pads inside the caliper against the disc 
and your car slows down or stops. 

For maximum safety, modern cars 
use a dual braking system, with a 
separate system for the front and rear 
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wheels. If the fluid escapes from one 
system, the car still has brakes on two 
wheels. A light on the instrument 
panel warns you when a system is not 
working. 

On cars equipped with power 
brakes, a special vacuumuired to app¬ 
ly the brakes. Power brakes do not 
slow or stop the car faster than non¬ 
power brakes. They only require less 
foot pressure, which makes for easier 
driving.

Finding a good mechanic takes time 


over half of what is spent on repairs is 
wasted on unneeded or improperly 
done work. The problems you’re most 
likely to have are your car not being 
ready on time, the problem not fixed, 
rudeness and overpricing. The most 
fraudulent mechanics trick customers 
with ploys like squirting oil on the en¬ 
gine and then recommending a new 
fuel pump. 

You can ward off fraud by tracking 
down a good mechanic. And the time to 
find out about mechanics and repair 
facilities is before your car needs re¬ 
pairs. 

There are many kinds of shops from 
which to choose. For certain types of

The 
disadvantage of dealing with a deal¬ 
ership is that they are often high 
priced. If you have a new car, your 
warranty often covers repairs at the 
dealership. When you buy a car, be 
sure to check out the dealer’s service 
area. 

In every category, shops range from 
efficient, courteous and honest to 
bumbling, thieving and abusive.

Finding a good mechanic is made 
a bit easier by the National Institute 
for Automotive Exceilence symboi. 

According to experts, one sign of a top 
shop is that it is nearly always busy. 

To get good service, check out repair 
facilities in advance. Here’s how: 

Talk to friends, neighbors and rela¬ 
tives about the most reliable shops in 
town. Word-of-mouth recommenda¬ 
tions are good bets. But you should 
also call the Better Business Bureau 
(BBB) or local consumer protection 
agency to learn the shop’s complaint 
record. 

Are old tires heaped in the windows ? 
Do junker cars block every step? Or 
does the facility look neat and orga¬ 
nized? You don’t have to be a mecha¬ 
nical genius to spot a garage that’s 
clean and orderly .Look too, to see if 
the equipment is modern and in good 
condition. The lope is that if mecha¬ 
nics take pride in the equipment of 
their trade, they’ll also take pride in 
their work. According to one Amer¬ 
ican Automobile Association (AAA) 
service specialist, “Ninety percent of 
the shops that are sparkling clean will 
be good places to deal with.” 
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Downsize 

Smaller cars more vulnerable to neglect 

“Downsizing” has become the way of life at Detroit’s automobile manufac¬ 
turing plants, but, in addition to size alone, this phenomenon has implications 
for all motorists as they operate their vehicles. 

“Adjusting to an era of smaller cars and smaller engines brings its own 
peculiar breed of problems,” according to Terry Cadmus, manager of inter¬ 
national research and development for Champion Spark Plug Company. 

“Today we’re driving cars with half the number of spark plugs, and they 
are firing sometimes twice as often per mile as their predecessors,” 
Cadmus said. “These engines are more sensitive to misfiring, and the effects 
of spark plug trouble can become very obvious when you’re behind the 
wheel.” 

Tests by Champion of four-cylinder cars proved just how critical this can be 
’ in coping with high-speed freeway situations, such as accelerating from an 
entrance ramp onto an expressway. 

“It took 12 percent more time for the four-cylinder car to accelerate from 25 
to 55 mph with a 10 percent misfire, nearly 22 percent more time was needed, ’ ’ 
Cadmus said. “And remember, just one malfunctioning plug on a four- 
cylinder car is a 25 percent reduction in spark. 

“In an emergency passing or acceleration situation, such delays can be 
dangerous.” 

The lack of power when needed is cited as one of the major drawbacks of 
four-cylinder cars in a recent survey of fleet executives conducted by Run- 
zheimer Reports. One-third of the survey respondents cited the lack of power 
as a disadvantage of the new downsized vehicles, and this was the leading 
problem noted. 

When asked about the major advantages of four-cylinder cars, 73 percent 
responded to Runzheimer that fuel efficiency was the greatest asset. Howev¬ 
er, the effect of an untuned engine on fuel economy can be very dramatic, 
especially on a four-cylinder. Champion’s Cadmus said. One misfiring 
spark plug in a four-cylinder engine will cost 17.5 percent in fuel economy in a 
vehicle going 35 mph. As speed increases, the fuel penalty worsens and 
becomes 23.5 percent at 65 mph. 

The implications of poor maintenance habits on four-cylinder vehicles are 
becoming more critical, with various surveys showing that America’s cars 
are being seriously neglected. “Many motorists have become a part of the 
gas-and-go, self-serve syndrome, and their cars are really not receiving 
regular under-the-hood checks,” the Champion engineer explained. “We 
have smaller engines, working harder, and receiving less care.” 
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Owners’ manuals: 

Keys to success 


It is important for anyone who wants 
to get the maximum service from his 
or her car to read the owner’s manual 
carefully, particularly the preventive 
maintenance recommendations. 
These recommendations should be fol¬ 
lowed. If, by any chance, a person has 
purchased a used car and does not 
have an owner’s manual, the manu¬ 
facturer should be able to supply one. 

Over the past 20 years, the emphasis 
in most manuals has been on extended 
service intervals, to make the cars as 
desirable and “maintenance-free” as 
possible. It is for this reason that the 
preventive maintenance schedules 
should be followed to the letter, and 
that the customer understands the dif¬ 
ferences in service requirements. 

For instance, for a number of years, 
most new car owner’s manuals have 
recommended oil changes every 7,500 
miles or 12 months, and oil filter 
changes at the first oil change and 
thereafter at every second oil change, 
or at 15,000 mile intervals for “nor¬ 
mal” service. 

For “severe” service, the owner’s 
manual still recommended an oil 
change every 3,000 miles and an oil 
filter change with every oil change. 
This is the interval also recommended 
by the Automotive Filter Manufac- 
tuers Council and the American Pet¬ 
roleum Institute. 


However, what the owner’s manuals 
call “normal” operating conditions 
are really ideal conditions — mostly 
long highway trips rather than 
around-town" driving. According to a 
survey-done by a member company of 
the Filter Council, only about 20 per¬ 
cent of cars are regularly driven under 
“normal” conditions. 

That means that four out of five car 
owners are in “severe” driving categ¬ 
ory. But no one likes to think of himself 
as a severe driver. Perhaps the two 
categoris might better be called 
“ideal” and “average.” Since 80 per¬ 
cent of motorists drive under less than 
ideal conditions, the “average” title 
would certainly be justified. 

Severe (or average) service, as de¬ 
fined in most owner’s manuals, in¬ 
cludes trips of less than four miles, 
particularly in cold weather. Under 
these conditions, the engine does not 
warm up completely, causing mois¬ 
ture to accumulate in the crankcase. 
Every time the engine is started, the 
oil is contaminated with blow-by soot, 
raw gasoline and condensed moisture. 
Unless the engine gets regular ex¬ 
tended highway travel, these contami¬ 
nants remain in the oil. After 3,000 
miles of “severe” — or “average” — 
driving, the oil can be saturated with 
foreign substances. 
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There goes the weekend and who’s to blame? Gremlins, perhaps, but , 

if the car owner has been simply “fillin’ ’er up” month after month, 
ignoring preventive maintenance schedules and his own common 
sense, then he has to take credit for this scene.
